[Abstract] 
[Object] 

An elevating movement of a crimping die and a lowering movement of a 
wire-gripping device which is carried out prior to a lowering movement of the 
crimping die are associated with each other by means of a simple structure to 
enable accurate crimping of a terminal. 
[Structure] 

When a terminal T is crimped to an electrical wire 22, the electrical wire 22 is 
moved to a crimping position adapted to the terminal T in advance due to a 
lowering movement of the wire-gripping claws 21 and stops at the crimping 
position until crimping of the terminal T by a crimping die D is completed. A 
rotating shaft 2 for driving the crimping die D upward or downward is provided 
with a cam 3, and the wire-gripping claws 21 for gripping the electrical wire 22 
are provided with an elevating body 4 for supporting and urging the wire-gripping 
claws 21 upward. There is a linking mechanism 5, between the elevating body 
4 and the cam 3, for elevating the wire-gripping claws 21 associated with a 
elevating motion of the crimping die D. 
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
